Mr. Wisner; 

a. Reported that Mr. C. D. Jackson had requested CIA to fiirn-sh 
him with background information and an analysis of several recent 
articles written by Harrison Salisbury and in this connection noted 
an article in the current New Leader which would be of interest to 
Mr. Jackson. After some discussion, the Director asked Mr. Wisner 
to advise Mr. Jackson of the existence of this article and stated 
that this Agency should steer clear of making reports on newspapermen. 
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Mr. Becker; 

a. Noted a news item respecting the appearance of Dr. George 
Gallup before Senator Hickenlooper ' s Committee, and Gallup's proposal 
that the U. S. should start spending from two to five billion dollars 
a year on propaganda or risk losing the ideologic'al war with Russia. 
After some discussion, the Director indicated his intention to speak 
to Dr. Gallup on this matter. 

b. Stated that the briefings for the White House Staff had 
been started and the first one had gone off in good order.
